Described 


"I’ll say they ran into something 
they weren't looking for. 
No Man’s 
Land-was piled high with Germans and 
our artillery killeu many behind the 
ltnes.” 
In these words Horace Monger, Co. 
P, 117th Regular Engineers, son of 
Mrs. Nellie ."Hunger of El Toro, tells 
of one result of the attack of the Ger­ 
mans upon American lines at Cham­ 
pagne early in July. 
As was told in the dispatches at the 
time, the Germans planned a 
big 
drive, but were met by a tire that 
broke the drive. 
Munger is with the engineers. 
In 
time of battle the engineers are often 
thrown into the battle line as infantry. 
Munger’s experiences are told in a 
deeply 
interesting, 
straightforward 
manner. 
The following are details 
taken from his letters: 
July 22. 1918. 
Here goes for a long letter about my 
experiences of the past week. 
We ar­ 
rived on the Champagne front July 5. 
We rested several days because we 
were very tired from marching. 
Then 
we were put to work repairing the sec­ 
ond line trenches, because a drive was 
expected from the Boche, and we had 
to be ready. 
We got along tine. The 
Germans were quiet. 
As July 14 was a French holiday, 
we all laid off and had a good football 
game, also a good feed. 
That night at midnight we were 
awakened by our officers. Orders were 
to pack and get out. We put a blanket 
in our pack with our reserve rations, 
took our rifle and ammunition and 
away wig went. 
Outside the shrapnel 
was bursting in the air and high ex­ 
plosive 
shells 
were 
breaking 
all 
around. We were led to a wheat field 
and there we laid until morning. 
We couldn’t hear a thing: the guns 
on both sides were roaring and send­ 
ing huge flashes into the sky. 
The 
Boche came over the top at J a. rn. 
The Americans and French were hold­ 
ing the front line and were ready for 
tnern, and I'll sav they ran into some­ 
thing they weren’t looking for. 
No 
Man’s I .and was piled high with dead 
Germans, and our artillery killed many 
behind the lines. 
Air Man Downed 
We left this wheat field at daybreak 
that morning and went to some woods 
nearby. 
There we found some holes 
which we crawled into to await fur­ 
ther orders. 
That morning the Boche sent over 
their aeroplanes and raked the woods 
between us and the front line with 
machine gun fire. A Boche flew over 
the lines, made a dive out of the 
clouds and burned an observation Gal 
loon that was near us. 
He started 
back but was brought down before he 
reached the lines. 
We laid in these holes all day. but 
didn’t sleep any.

around us. 
That evening (July iii) we packed up, 
which was a very short job because 
our barracks caught on fire from a 
shell and burned everything we had. 
We marched twelve kilometers to a 
woods, where we Snide camp and 
rested all day. 
• 
July 16—We had to keep under 
cover here because we were still in 
range of the Germans. We packed up 
and left ihe woods after it got dark. 
We marched eight kilometers, went 
into second line position the next 
morning. 
We were sure tired when 
we got here, this being our second 
night without sleep and about every 
hour the gas signal would sound and 
we’d have to put on our masks and . 
test for gas. 
Hold the Line 
Our squad was issued an automatic 
rifle, we were put on a post in second 
line position and we were told if the 
Boche attacked we were to hold this 
line at any cost. 
We passed the day 
O. K. but didn’t gt any sleep because 
it was too bot and our artillery kept 
shooting all the time. 
We could look 
out of our trench and see just where the 
shells hit the Boche line. 
That was 
an interesting sight, seeing our shells 
break, throw dirt and wreckage high 
in the air. 
Evening came and a lightning storm 
came up. 
The gas alarms came in 
often. 
ll began to rain so hard that 
we were ordered to the dug-out close 
by. 
When we got there it was full. 
We found room on the steps. 
There 
we sat until the next morning. 
That 
was an awful night. 
We were dead 
tired and there we had a board three 
feet long and six inches wide for a 
bed. 
It quit raining about 4 o'clock. 
We all went outside and sat around 
joking and laughing. We were terrible 
looking 
soldiers, 
sleepy, tired and 
dirty. 
Sees an Air Battle 
July IS—It soon dried off after the 
sun came out and we all got a couple 
of hours' sleep and laid around all day. 
After dark we started in to improve 
our positions. 
We worked until 11 
o'clock when we got order* to pack up 
and move. 
We got everything to­ 
gether and left the trenches about 2 
a. in. 
Marched to this little Village, 
where we are resting. 
First thing I 
did when I got here was to take a 
bath. 
It had been Ave days since I 
had had water to wash my face. Then 
to bed I went, and believe me the 
bard ground felt better to me than 
any feather bed I've ever slept in. 
The boys woke me up about 9 o’clock, 
and there was an air battle g^mg on 
high over our heads, bet we® two 
French aud a Boche. Tile Boche ( ame 
falling to the ground. 
A person cannot describe one or 
these experiences in words. 
When 
we get rested up from one we are al­ 
ways ready for another. One division 
has had several citations on the fight­ 
ing they did.

STAMPING OUT THE SLAYS 


The question of what to do with the Slavs is no 
question at all to Germans and Austrians. “ \\ e must 
exterminate them !” is the unvarying answer. 
Deputy Wichtl of the German party of Austria. 
•in a recent speech congratulated Germany upon its 
success up to the present, in having ‘‘annihilated 
Serbia, Montenegro and Russia.” The next job would 
be to stamp out, root and branch, the Slavs of Aus- 
tria-Hungarv. 
He was cheered. 
The speaker looked forward confidently to the 
time when the Slavs would Ik- wiped off tile face of 
eastern Euroj>e. 
“And when that time comes, 
he 
concluded, “there will no longer be two states, but 
onlv one Great Germany. It will In* one big German 
house, where only German will lie spoken, only ( rer- 
man ideas thought, and German battles fought. 'I lien 
we shall wage a new war. 
We shall deliver three 
mighty blow s by forcing our way to America, sub­ 
duing the whole Orient, apd establishing German 
power over Japan and China!” 
Naturally, one of the steps in accomplishing this 
German ambition would lie to oppose vigorously the 
formation of Czeeho-SJovak or Jugo-Slav states. 
•> 
From the German point of view this is a beau­ 
tif u l dream. 
But tile Slavs have a natural prejudice 
against being exterminated, n*ot and branch, and 
wiped off the face of eastern Europe. And it is quite 
possible that they may have more than the Germans 
to say in the final disposition of themselves and their 
territory. 
Certainly the neat and effective way in 
which the Czechoslovaks have been cleaning up 
large pieces of “annihilated" Russia and restoring 
it to action against the Hun would seem to auger 
future success. 
And the wisdom of the Allied nations in recog­ 
nizing the Czecho-Slovak state is convincingly shown 
by this speech of H err Wichtl’s. *

enterprise ever ifhdertakiai for the establishment of 
human freedom. It is esjM^cialJy fitting that thi^term 
should be applied to the day indicated by President 
Wilson to serve as a special celebration of the Fourth
